The Third 
Rail

How many of you are 
familiar with the concept of 
the "Third Rail of 
Government"? 

Well, allow me to explain 
what it is. There are two rails 
on which a train runs and that 
is all well and good. But 
there's a third rail, the power 
rail, that if tampered with, you 
will in fact die. 

That may seem like a 
strong statement but when you 
are talking about social securi- 
ty, it doesn't seem so bad does 
it? 

Though I'm not the biggest 
expert on Social Security I've 
done some research and 
learned the following things. 

In 1935, President 
Franklin Roosevelt's adminis- 
tration proposed Social 
Security as a part of the New 
Deal package. It was original- 
ly called Old Age Insurance 
according to former Air Force 
Tunes writer Bruce Callander. 
Says Callander, " You don't 
hear that term as much any- 
more because people as young 
as 62 can draw benefits, and 
these days they don't like to be 
called old." 

Basically what happens 
with Social Security is we put 
money into it when we first 
begin working. The money we 
(college students) put in helps 
those ahead of us and that 
process continues until we are 
old and gray. But there's a 
problem. When Social 
Security was created in 1935 
life expectancy was lower and 



people generally didn't live 
long enough to draw their ben- 
efits. Now, however, because 
of advances in medical sci- 
ence and because some have 
decided to go on diets and 
exercise our life expectancy 
has increased by more than 10 
years and that has created a 
problem. The other issue is 
that there will be more people 
eventually receiving benefits 
than putting into the system. 

At the moment President 
Bush and his administration 
are discussing the possibility 
of taking a certain percentage 
of the money you've put into 
the system and allowing you 
to invest it into whatever it is 
you wish. Instructor Ted 
Major, who teaches Principles 
of Marketing as well as other 
business classes, says, " I 
don't think that's a good idea 
because the numbers don't 
add up." Major suggests if 
there's enough economic 
growth in the stock market 
then tax revenue would 
increase and that could pay for 
Social Security. " I think the 
problems that he speaks of 
will hurt us in 40 or so years." 

An article in The New 
York Times by Eduardo 
Porter suggests that maybe the 
elderly are drawing too many 
benefits. Says Porter, " Federal 
spending on people over 65 is 
seven times the amount spent 
on kids under 1 8. Porter goes 
on to say, "17.6 percent of 
children under 18 live in 
poverty, compared to 12.5 per-

cent of the total population. 
Poverty among people over 65 
is only 1 0.2 percent." 

Older people of course 
have a different perspective. 
Tommie Lee Nevels, who is 
my grandfather, served 22 
years in the Army. This is a 
man who put his life on the 
line and received such com- 
mendations as a Vietnam 
Service Medal and a Bronze 
Star. He says, "We've earned 
it we've worked hard for it. 
and we deserve it." Nevels 
goes on to say he likes 
President Bush's idea only if 
your money is federally 
insured.

'Tis the season. Millions 
of potential brides in America 
are working on the plans for 
their wedding day. 

There are flowers and 
churches, dresses and refresh- 
ments, rings and preachers to 
worry about. 

And, oh yes. at least one 
more thing: the music. 

Concerns over what kind 
of music to present at your 
wedding was the theme of a 
special Terrific Tuesday con- 
cert of the college's music 
program. 

This series, headed up by 
Syble Coats, usually brings 
accomplished musicians for 
short-but-sweet mid-day con- 
certs. 

But on April 12, it did 
something a little different. 
Beginning with a presentation 
by Jeff Binford, the organist at 
First Presbyterian Church, and 
continuing with instructors 
Glinda Blackshear and Mark 
Brown, this TT session 
offered several memorable 
dos and don'ts. 

The memorable don'ts 
based on the experience of 
some 3,000 wedding cere- 
monies include: 

• If you're a bride, don't 
pull out a CD at the last sec- 
ond and launch into "I'd 
Rather Have Jesus" during the 
ceremony because it was your 
late mother's favorite song. 

• Don't ask for "Ave 
Maria" if you're a Baptist; the 
song is essentially a prayer to 



Mary, and Baptists don't pray 
to Mary. 

• If you get married in a 
church, accept that you're 
going to have "church" music 
in your ceremony. Don't 
look to work in rock'n'roll. 

• Don't pick out music 
that is too short for its func- 
tion. 

You don't want to repeat a 
30-second tune with a 5- 
minute processional. 

Some important do's 
include: 

• Do get to know the 
organist at the chosen church. 
Get him or her on your side. 
Be reasonable and the organist 
will be sure to work with you. 

• Churches have guide- 
lines about what music is 
appropriate. Study them. 

• Go in with a list of 
potential music and talk to the 
organist about it. If you want 
organ music, be aware not all 
music can be transcribed for 
organs. 

According to Binford a fee 
of $150 for organists is stan- 
dard, considering they must be 
consulted beforehand and 
usually attend and play at 
rehearsal. 

Other instrumentalists at 
the ceremony command a fee 
of $100-150, with a soloist 
usually receiving $100. 

According to Binford, the 
most important thing for 
everyone to remember about 
the wedding day — when it 
comes to music or anything 
else — is that the wedding is 
for two people: the bride and 
her mother!

Sophomore Corey Carter 
has maintained his torrid hit- 
ting with a .361 batting aver- 
age, driving in 42 with 6 home 
runs.

showed that 92 percent of 
those surveyed are aware that 
there is a problem with Social 
Security. Though most are 
aware of problem a resound- 
ing 68 percent of the partici- 
pants disagree with President 
Bush's proposal.
